An 
operator, who purchases lumber and 
converts same into articles,—such as 


sash and door frames, etc., must pay | -}- 


sales tax on such articles. : 

Imported lumber Js subject to Tax 
of 3% payable at time of importa- 
tion, to be computed upon the ent 
paid value. Such lymber is exemp 
from payment. of eales tax when 
subsequently resold in Canada In the 
condition as lumber. 

Box shooks of rough or planed 
lumber cut to various lengths apd 
widths, but not further finished are 
regarded as lumber. 

Shavings and sawdust, being waste 
products, are classes as ‘fuel of all 
kinds’ are exempt from Sales Tax. 

Lumber purchased by a whole- 
saler prior to the 10th Instant, and 
upon which the Sales Tax haa been 
paid, is not subject to payment of 
Sales Tax when sold by the whole- 
saler, on’or ‘ter the above “nention- 
ed date. 

With regard to lumber paid for in 
'tult op pro forma invoice prior to 
May 19th, 1920, and stored in the 
manufacturers yard at the risk of 
the buyer, no tax is payable. 

Lumber sold and paid for in full 
on pro forma invoice, on or after 
May 19th, 1920, and before the 10th 
of May. 2921; but not shipped until 
on or after the 10th May, 1921, if 
stored in the manufacturers yard at 
buyers risk, Tax is applicable at 1% 
when the lumber is delivered. 

On‘any sales, commencing midnight 
May 9-10, 1921, the tax of 2% must 
be paid by the manufacturer, and he 
must state, separately, not less than 
143% of this tax on his invoice, as 
above stated, and collect same from 
the purchaser.

In a demonstration this afternoon

But Legislation Would Have 
to Come From Dominion 
Government > 


TORONTO, July 14.—Legislation 
to compel cool storing of Canadian 
cheese for a certain\period in order 
to enablé cheese’ from the Bominion 
to take its proper place in the export 
markets was‘yesterday suggested to 
Hon. Manning Doherty in the course 
of a conference with the members of 
the Fruit Committee of Legislature 
and officials of the Dairy branch of 
the Department of Agriculture. The 
Fralt Committee has, of course, been 
devoting itself primarily to the de- 
velopment of cold storage facilities 
for the storage of les, but the 
possibility of using“these cold storage 
warehouses for cheese, particularly 
during the summer months, when 
they are not needed for apples has 
turned the membérs to the problem 
of advancing the interests of Ontario 
cheese in the British market. 

‘At the “present time Ontario 
cheese goes forward to the British 
market often without being kept at 
all and as a result it depreciates in 
quality"and loses weight. On the 
other hand, Danish and New Zealand 
cheese must be kept in cool storage 
fpr at least two-weeks before it can 
be sent forward. From time to time 
efforts have been made in Canada to 
encourage the coollng and storing of

CURBING THE TRAFFIC 
THE Quebec Liquor Commission 
"has taken a wise step in for- 
bidding special forms” of entetain- 
ment in licensed taverns for attract- 
ing ‘patrons. The mission of the li- 
cense board is to regulate the ‘trat- 
fic as it at present exists, and it 
rightly takes the stand that the li- 
conse holders must not seek to de- 
velop the traffic by introducing fea- 
tures of amusement and entertain- 
ment. Reset 

The regulated license traffic is suf- 
ficient for the Province of Quebec 
without efforts being made to exploit 
the people by attracting them to the 
bars. Ontario and the majority of 
the other provinces have seen fit to 
wipe out the traffic entirely as 2 
beverage, and the liquor system 1s 
eufficlently pernicious as it is with- 
out trying to fasten it upon the peo- 
ple by, the lure of entertainment. 

The Quebec. Liquor Board will 
have its hands full in attempting to 
keep the traffic within bounds. It 
is a difficult thing to control. Que- 
tec at present is the source of ,sup- 
ply for Ontario and many of the 
neighboring states of the-American 
union, and her people may yet fing 
it necessary to follow.the lead of On- 
tario and other sister provinces and 
wipe out the traffic to the Tallest 
possible extent. ,

Prof. Willoughby Smith carried 
out this idea, and soon after heard 
the sound produced by the action of 
a ray of ight upon a bar of sele- 
nium in connection with a tele- 
phone, 

The experimert excited great in- 
terest at the time because the tele- 
phone and photophone were then in 
their infancy. 

How was it done? A series of 
flashes of Nght were allowed to fall 
upon selenium, causing intervals of 
light and darkness. The strength of 
the current varjed, and if the flashes 
succeeded each other quickly 
enough, and with sufficient regular 
ity, a musical note was heard by a 
person listening at the telephone. 

Moreover, by placing a small mir- 
ror whereby light was reflected upon 
a distant selenium cell, aided by 
lenses suitably arranged, Mr. Gra- 
ham Bell was able to obtain articu- 
late sounds at about 700 feet. 

Selenium Is a rare element, some- 
what resembling suiphur. In Its vit- 
rcous state It is a bad conductor of 
electricity, but in its crystalline state 
it Is a very good.one, and when ex- 
posed to light the. electric resistan:
